(Routers) Chaos reigned at the Service Area 
yesterday morning when a teen toppled the 
trinket tower, sending state magnets flying 
in all directions. Several key chains and minia- 
ture spoons were also affected. 

The linoleum was strewn with debris as 
far as the aisle could see. Magnets clung to 
spoons and vice versa in a desperate attempt 
at survival, and the sight of Florida stuck to 
North Dakota sent several survivors into 
shock. Witnesses described the perpetrator, 


Maggie Net, as an unhappy teenager who has been stuck in the car with her family for two 
weeks. Workers had already begun cleaning up the disaster at press time.

A Greenhound Bus carrying 
42 passengers suddenly slowed 
down to a speed of 1/50th mile 
per hour before finally coming to a complete 
stop at the Service Area. “It was just like the 
movie Speed,” passenger Daphne Johnston 
said between sobs, “except we were going so 
slow I honestly didn't think we'd get... 
anywhere." 

The bus, nicknamed ОГ Molasses, was 
traveling so slowly that passengers began 
dozing off, biting their nails, grinding their 
teeth, overeating—anything to protect them- 
selves from what transportation experts call 
"the unbearable boredom of bus rides."
